A car thief in Halifax is reported as 
asking the police magistrate for a two-year 
sentence in Dorchester penitentiary in 
preference to a one-year sentence in jail. 

A young Calgary man, faced with a 
zi term, requested that he be confined 

Fort Saskatchewan jail, which he did 
not know, rather than in Lethbridge jail, 
which he did know. 

There was a similar instance in Ed- 
monton a few months ago when @ con- 
victed prisoner a for a longer term 
thet would qualify him for penitentiary. 

Penal institutions are not supposed to 
be pleasant places.

Canada's provincial jails should em- 
ploy a penology that is just as rehabilita- 
tive and just as humane as that employed 
in penitentiaries. 

Until they do, they will rest under 
definite pubiic suspicion.

The Belgian parliament, in a belated 
act of justice, has voted affirmatively on 
a measure that implies the restoration of 
aoe | Leopold to his throne. 

he vote is, in effect, a vote of confi- 
dence, an official expression of disbelief 
by the Belgian government in the story 
that Leopold deliberately played into the 
hands of the Germans, 

It is important that this correction 
should be made because everyone is aware 
today that while Leopold's surrender 
might have constituted a grave error in 
judgment, there was nothing implicitly 
treasonable about it.

But the vote which restores the king 
is significant, There are 387 seats in the 
Belgian parliament. There were 198 votes 
cast for Leopold's return. This means that 
189 representatives, who abstained from 
voting, were in opposition to the measure.

Perhaps Leopold, being vindicated and 
restored to power, might find it wise and 
expedient, for the sake of his country’s 
unity, to abdicate after a reasonable in- 
terval in favor of his son.

(Columnist Jack Scott is on a cross-Canada tour with his 
family in automobile and trailer —EDITOR). 


MOOSE JAW; Sask—We are 
in a nine dollar room of Moose 
Jaw's Grant Hote! tonight, look- 
ing down on the town’s neon-lit 
main street, on which every sec- 
ond establishment seems to be 
a billiard hall, and I'm afraid 
that the morale of our expedi- 
tion is scraping bottom. 

Rarlier, over dinner, we had 
a formal meeting with the .full 
quorum in attendance, and dis- 
cussed the pros and cons of the 
question; “Is it worthwhile to 
keep on going?” 

it took a pretty black day to 
get us down to that essential 
question. It was that kind of a 
day. 

As chairman, I opened this 
glum session with a resume of 
certain well-established facts. 

“Well, girls,” I said, “We had 
better face! it. The roads are 
even worse than we'd expected 
they'd be. It doesn't look as if 
they're going to get any better, 
The trailer just can't stand up 
to them, we found out today 
to our sorrow.

After a few teeth-chattering 
miles of this highwey—good old 
TransCanada Highway No. 1— 
we came upone one of the in- 
evitable detours.

On 
a hard surface she glides along 
beautifully, but on the kind of 
road that girds our proud 
dominion, she takes a brutal 
beating, clearly not anticipated 
by the manufacturers. 

We unhitched the car, drove 
into’ town and picked up @ 
mechanic and a jack that would 
lift baby up.
